The papers 
will yellow and crumble, the ribbons will rot to 
dust, Iho In-on/.o Itself will r.-orrode and vanish, 
but the things Ihe niednl stands for will go on and 
the epic of the Modal of Honor will continue to be 
Inscribed In, the? hearts of men. 


There Is no doubt the Medal of Honor will be 


won In this war, but It will not be won easily, 
«nd though millions may fie fighting under the 
^American (Ing It will come to but few to wear this 
distinguishing mark. 
In the Spanish war less 


111011 20 medals wore awarded. In the Philippines 
•n few were given. 


Tho last two medals to ho awarded were pre- 


sented to Sorgt. Maj. Iloswell Wlnans and Cor- 
poral .ToHeph A. Olowln of the marine corps, for 
•their work at tho battle of Gimyacanos, In Santo 
toomlngo. 
It Is the act Itself which wins the 


medal for a man, and not only does his rank 
matter not. at nil, but ho may w!ri it In a skir- 
mish or In a battle like that of Gettysburg or of 
the Marne. 
The report of tho board of Investigation for the 


navy department In their case follows: 
"On July 


8, 'iOlG, tho Twenty-eighth company "f marines 
.was engaged with the Dominican armed forces at 
the battle of G'm.vacanos. During a running fight 
of a.200 yards our forces reached the enemy In- 
(trenchrnent and Corporal Joseph Olowln placed 
tho machine gtm of which ho hud charge behind 
•a large log across the roud and Immediately 
'opened flre on the trenches. He was struck once 
but continued firing his gun, but a moment later 
ho was again Htrnck and had to bo dragged out 
of tho position Into cover. Se.rgt. Roswcll Winans, 
•tr. S. M. C., then arrived with a Colt's gun, which 
W placed In. a most exposed position and coolly 
opened fire on the trenches, and when the gun 
Jammed ho stood up and repaired it under flre. 
All the tlmo Glowln and Wlnans were handling 
jtholr guns they were exposed to a very heavy 
jflro which was striking Into the logs and around 
:the mon. seven men being wounded and one killed 
Swlthln 20 feet. 
Sergeant Wlnans continued flr- 


bng his gun until the enemy had abandoned tho 
"trenches." 
. Sergeant Wlnan's story In his own words is 
Wen more modest than the olllclal report, al- 
'thongh It Is more vivid and picturesque.

"On the morning of July S," ho said, "we got 


[under way with every ono feeling like a new 
hnun. 
l^lrlng on the advance guard began early 


to tho day. Our captain obtained permission to 
kako our platoon forward. We kept the guns on 
!tho carriages until within n few yards of the flr- 
'ing lino, then transferred them to tho tripods and 
[immediately opened tire. The enemy was using 
(mostly-old-fashioned "breechloaders with big lead 


"Tho brush was very IMck on both sides of 


itho road. Jams were frequent with us and each 
Lun wore out a couple of shell extractors. 
Dlfjl- 


-cnlty had been experienced all along with our 
ammunition. 
Some of It dated back as far as 


0007. It had evidently been reloaded many times. 
: "We found It good policy to change barrels in 
icaso of n Jam In" the chambers. In that way we 
'would be only a minute out of action. A party 
'of the enemy were seen up the rond nnd Corporal 
Llohnson stiu-ted to put his gun In action. A big 
lead slug (tin cans, we called them) camo 
'ricocheting down the road directly for us. John- 
!Hon siiw It while kneeling behind his gun. 
He 


jducked almost prone, but the thing took n long 
.skip and hit him In the jaw, passed down and 
'lodged back, of the shoulder. 


"The gun crews promptly gave the place where 


(the shot was flred a good combing. We continued 
ito advance under cover of the bushes and trees. 
'A battalion of Infantry WYJ deployed as sklr- 
jmlshers on each side of the road and we were 
iconcealed by n turn in the road and high trees 
land bushes. 
"Directly across the road was a huge log. At 


•our end of the log n Benet-Mercler had just com- 
menced roaring, with Corporal Glowins in com- 
>mand of It. 
"The captain ordered a gun in action at the 


jbutt of the tree. It had no sooner opened up 
(than nil the bullets in the world seemed coming 


our way. The enemy was shooting mighty close 
too. 
The trenches were awfully hard to pick up, 


although WB were only about 150 yards away. 
They were on a hill and had carried their dirt 
uwuy. 
"The battalions made slow progress on tlie 


flanks on account of the thick underbrush. 
The 


enemy had an immensely strong natural position 
and had they had a few machine guns and some 
barbed wire they could not have been rooted out 
without great loss of life. 
"A call went up for a hospital apprentice, us 


Corporal Fruzee had been shot In the head. He 
had been working hard getting his gun pointed on 
the enemy and had just succeeded. 


"'You are right on them now; give them fits! 


were the last words he said. 


"His pointer was also shot In the head and two 


others were wounded In the arm. A corporal In 
the Thirteenth company was shot 
twice while 


operating a Benet-Mercler. He refused to leave 
his gun and had to be carried away, struggling to 
got back'into tho fight. 


"While this was. going on our other guns be- 


gan to come up one at a time and we obtained 
fire superiority over the enemy,' who shot very 
wildly from now on.. This last Is an after judg- 
ment. At the time they seemed to be just miss- 
ing me. I don't know how the other men felt, 
but I expected to be shot any minute and just 
wanted to do as much damage as possible to the 
enemy before cashing in. 
Several members o£ 


our platoon did cool and creditable work in chang- 
ing cartridge extractors and repairing jams un- 
der flre. 
"We faced the enemy as much as possible while 


repairing the guns, as we had a horror, of being 
shot In the' back. 


"One 
of the sweetest sounds I ever heard was 


the cheering oC the Infantry battalion as .It charged 
the right: flank trenches of the enemy. Gunnery 
Sergeant Kalph was among the first of these. He 
had a pistol fight with the rebel general in com- 
mand. Ralph and some other mun with a ride 
hit him at about the same time. 
Result—exit 


general. 
"Wo moved up. t" the trenches after the battle 


and reformed, getting our equipment together. 


"Corporal Frnzee died soon after being hit and 


•was burled within a few feet of tho place where 
he had fought so well. 
The enemy lost very 


heavily, and If Santo Domingo was not an island 
some of those birds would be running yet." 


Maj. 
Gen. ,T. Franklin Bell, now in command 


of the eastern department, with headquarters on 
Governor's Island, won the medal in the. Philip- 
pines. As'colonel of the Thirty-sixth'infantry he 
was proceeding along the San Antonio Porac road 
to head ofC a band of Insurgents who had attacked 
the Ninth infantry at Gungua and Santa Rita. 


Colonel Bell, mounted, was riding near the head 


of tho advance party and had with him Lieut. 
Col. William R. Grove, Major Straub, two mount- 
ed orderlies and about twelve scouts on foot. 


Just at da\vn the party was flred upon from 


what seemed a fairly large body of insurgents 
hidden in the brush. The American flre dislodged 
the enemy, about seven of them running down the 
road around a bend. The scouts pursued them, 
but Colonel Bell saw at once that the men, with 
their .heavy equipment, were being easily outdis- 
tanced by the lightly clad Filipinos, and he dashed 
after them on his horse. 


Before Major Straub or the two mounted order- 


lies knew what he was doing, Cofonel Bell was 
far down the road In the midst of; seven strug- 
gling Insurgents, firing with his revolver and 
slashing about with his saber. 


The mounted men galloped to his assistance 


and the infantry supported him as best they could 
with rifle fire, although It was almost Impossible 
to shoot, so tangled up were the Insurgents and 
Colonel Bell. .

The officer would have been perfectly Justified 


In remaining with his troops, even behind them 
and merely directing the dislodging assault, and 
for charging alono and driving lnto: the jnngls at 


• least seven Filipinos, with two, officers among 


them, the Medal of Honor was awarded to him. 


Two of the few medals awarded In the war 


ngainst'Spain went to. a second class fireman and 
a coppersmith on board 
the battleship 
Iowa. 


While the vessel was cruising In iCuban waters, 
July 20, 1898, nt about seven o'clock in 'the morn- 
ing, a manhole gasket blew out in one of the 
boilers in flre room No. 2.

Under 120-pounds pressure, live, steam roared 


out Into the room and boiling, water swashed 
around the

The men who had been working' there, blinded 


by the escaping steam, floundering In the scald- 
ing water,-.had been so;overcome that they could 
not get out. One of the coal passers had already 


• sunk to his knees and was dropping forward. 
In a matter of seconds. he would have toppled 
Into the water and been boiled to'death. 
. . 


Undaunted by the terrifying roar of the steam 


and the killing heat, Penn dashed into the room 
and, lifting the coal passes staggered to safety 


. • with him, the scalding water above his ankles. 


Ignoring the frightful pain of'his scalded, swol- 


len feet, this second-class fireman dashed back 
Into the hell from which he hud just dragged one 
victim and saved another life. 


Keefer meanwhile was busy saving the ship 


from destruction, or at least from the effects of 
n terrific explosion, for the water escaping from 
the boiler would soon leave so little there that It 
would be entirely converted into steam and the 
pressure would wreck it. 


.Dashing through die blinding, torturing steam, 


Keefer, the coppersmith, hauled the fires from 
under the two Inboard furnaces. 
Meanwhile. 


Penn, having gotten every one out of the fire 
room, hud turned on the extra feed pump in Hie 
lifter lire hold-to keep water in the boilers ami 
built a bridge to the furnaces out of planks laid 
on top of ash buckets. While Passed Assistant 
Engineer Stockney held the plank in place Penn 
hauled the two remaining fires before he was car- 
ried to the sick buy where his terribly scalded 
feet were treated. 
Both Penn aud\ Keeter received the Medal . or 


Honor for their acts. 
That it is only extraor- 


dinary bravery which merits the medal accounts 
tor the fact that Fireman Smith did not win the 
bronze for the same diiy's work. 
In helping 


Keefer he had both legs badly burned, but the 
opportunity did not offer Itself to display the 
same supercourage which Keefer and Penn ex- 
hibited. 
Some of the most stirring medal stories nre 


those/of the Indian campaigns. 
For instance, 


there was Corponil Paul H. Weinert, who expect- 
ed to be court-martialed for what he did at the 
battle of Wounded Knee, but instead had the 
Medal of Honor pinned to his breast. 


Another Indian fighter to win the 
coveted 


bronze was Sergt. Bernard Taylor of the Fifth 
cavalry, engaged'in fighting the Apaches in Ari- 
zona in 1ST4. 
_ 
Some of the most distinguished men in 
the 


army have worn tlie medal. Lieut. Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles won it for continually exposing himself 
to the flre of the enemy as colonel of the Sixty- 
first New York volunteers in %the Civil war, for 
no other purpose than to encourage his' men by 


. the example. 
At Fair Oaks Gen. William R. Shatter was 


wounded, but when a surgeon was seen approach- 
Ing he climbed a tree In order not to be sent to 


' the rear. After the surgeon passed Shatter cnmc 


down and continued to fight until'lie fell uncon- 
scious from loss of blood. 


Those who remember General Shatter only as 


he was in the Cuban campaign will wonder how 
he got into the tree, but a man can put on a lot 
of weight in thirty-odd years. 


Gen. 
Francis D. Baldwin won the-medal while 


a first lieutenant In the Fifth Infantry. With two 
companies under him he rescued two white girls 
from Indians at McClennan's Creek, Tex., in No- 
vember, 1874. 
Although not so well-known as the Victoria 


Cross, tlie Iron Cross or the-Medallle Mllltnlre, 
the Congressional Medal of Honor is much more 
difficult to attain. It Is distributed to very few 
persons and then only after a sweeping investiga- 
tion of the circumstances surrounding th<? act for 
which It is. recommended. 
. 


The Medal of Honor was authorized by con- 


gress by an act of July. 12. 1862. 
The striking of 


2,000 medals was ordered, to be conferred upon 
privates and non-commissioned officers for acts of 
bravei-y surpassing those usually demanded of 
soldiers. 
One thousand of these medals were 


voted to a single organization, the survivors of. a 
Maine regiment which volunteered to remain Ii^ 
service on the eve of the Battle of Gettysburg 
although their terms had expired. 
This is the 


only case of a wholesale distribution of 
th<f 


medal and has been severely criticized. 
; 


There are slight variations In the medals as? 


designed for the army, the navy and the marines. 
The army's medal, as modified in 1005, is a five- 
pointed star with the trefoils on the '.tips. . The 
star Is superimposed on n. wreath. In the center 
of the star is the head of Minerva, surrounded by 
the words. "United States of America." 
The 


medal Is suspended from a trophy representing 
an eagle on,, a bar with the.word "Valor." 
The 


whole Is suspended from a 
ribbon.

The original medal bore in the center of the 


star a figure of America clad is Minerva. Her 
left hand rested upon the fasces and with a shield 
In her right she repelled Discord. A.band of stars 


' -circled the .figures. . The. trophy ,w'as an 
eagle 


perched on two crossed cannons and a number'of 
cannon balls suspended from a red, white and 
blue ribbon. .

CARE OF DIVERS' PERSONNEL 


Uncle Sam's Doctors Find That Duty 


on Undersea Craft Ha« Effect on 


Health of 
Men. 


Uncle Sam's medical officers 
nre 


keeping the closest watch on the 
health of the personnel on duty in sub- 
marines, In order thut every manifes- 
tation of bodily nnd mental disorder 
mny be noted quickly. Assistant Sur- 
geon Walter W. Cross of the navy, 1ms 
compiled some Interesting facts as u 
result of hlSs observations of the per- 
sonnel attached to submarines. Lie 
believes that long continued duty on 
such craft Is conducive to high blood 
pressure. Ho says: 


"Whether illils is due to mental 


strain, loss tbf sloop, overeating with 
lack of exercise, excessive use of to- 
bacco, coffee! and tea, or sonu; toxic 
agent pecullojr to submarines, I u::n un- 
able to wiy. ' It is noted that a Blight 
fall occurred after u 47-hour surface 
run nnd a three-hour dive. 
Undoubt- 


edly this could be accounted for by fa- 
tigue or lack of all physical exercise 
during the preceding 48 hours." 


One effect, ''natural under the cir- 


cumstances, was lack of weight, nnd 
It Is observable that there is probably 
no occupation, except that of a boiler- 
maker, giving rise to so many cases of 
partial deafness as submarine duty. It 
Is not uncommon for men to report to 
the medical officer that they have in- 
creasing difficulty In hearing the com- 
mand.". This is attributed to the co.i- 
stant vibratory movement of the sub- 
marine, the straining of the ears to 
hear above the noise of the engines, 
the presence of cold drafts of air down 
the hatches while operating on the 
surface, excessive temperature while 
running submerged, nnd tlie Inhala- 
tion of gases given off by the bnt- 
terifts nnd fumes from oil tank?. 


However, It Is believed thnt 
the 


number of bacteria andtmolds present 
in the air of submarines while run- 
ning nwash and submerged probably is 
less than In dwellings nnd battleships.

was created by congress to administer 
he national parks under one correlat- 
ed system has been organized. Sec- 
•etary Lane of the interior department, 
lias appointed as .director Stephen T. 
Mather who, to accept the place, re- 
signed the office of assistant to the 
secretary of the interior. Horace M. 
Albright becomes assistant director. 


Secretary Lane began tlie work of 


national parks development, the suc- 
cess of which is insured by the or- 
ganization of this new bureau, two 
yenrs and a half ago. During this pre- 
liminary period much has been accom- 
pl'shed of importance to the cause. 
All national parks have been opened, 
to automobiles. New roads have been 
projected of which many have been 
built nnd many improved. 
Co-opera- 


tion in the public interest has been- 
promoted between railroads and the 
government,

concessioners 


and park managements, and between 
parks. Large private capital has been 
induced to enter several national parks 
for the enlargement and improvement 
of hotel and transportation service. 
Prices to the public have been de- 
creased wherever possible. 


New concessions have been made on' 


„ basis destined to make national 
parks self-supporting under conditions 
of .increased patronage, and several 
parks already have become self-sup- 
porting. 
Larger appropriations have 


been secured from congress for road, 
bulldltfg nnd the perfecting of sani-, 
tnry and other conditions. 
An exten- 


sive educational campaign has been 
inaugurated for the Information of tne 
people concerning the hitherto un- 
known quality and extent 
of their 


scenic und recreational possessions, 
under which public interest in our na- 
tional parks is growing with unantici- 
pated speed; and public realization, 
Interest und practical use is the con-, 
ditlon as well as the object of nation- 
al parks development. Vublic patron- 
age of the parks hns increased rapidly 
nnd steadily. 
These and ninny other beginnings 


point the way toward

RGES USE OF WHALE MEAT 


Uncle Sam's Bureau of Fisheries Ex- 


pects Early Demand Both in Fresh 


and Preserved Form. 


For some time Uncle Sam'-fi bureau 


of fisheries in correspondence and in 
personal Interviews, has been advocnt- 
ng the use of the meat of whales, por- 
poises, dolphins, and other cetaceans 
or food. There Is evidence 6f great 
nterest now being manifested in this 
matter by whale fishermen on both 
coasts, nnd it would not be surprising 
to the bureau if within a shj>rt time 
the meat of whales nnd smaller ceta- 
ceans in both fresh and preserved 
form would be in demand and' exten- 
sively utilized. 
' 
Whales and porpoises are mammals, 


ike cattle and sheep, and their flesh 
,s "meat." and not "fish.". In texture 
and appearance it resembles beef, 
though the color is darker red: and the 
flavor is closer to that meat than any 
other. It is devoid of all fishy taste. 
It Is likely that it will soon be obtain- 
able fresh, corned, nnd canned, and it 
is recommended by the bureau to 
those who have the opportunity to pur- 
chase it.

Illght, but gel under way more slowly. 


All Ibo gallinaceous fowl arc sprint- 


ers, 
They take wing like a bullol; 


Iholr wings mako a loud, whirring 
sound. The auiill or milted grouse can 
gain full momentum within sixty Coot 
of rising; tho wings beat from five to 
seven times n second. Tho quail cov- 
ers from I'orty-llvo to fifty fool Ibo ilrst 
second away from Ibo gun; bis wings 
flush like a rapidly revolving wheel. 
Tho wings of the milled grouse roar 
until tho sound can bo beard 200 yards 
away.
